The natural lay of the land, aa well aa closer 
proximity to tidewater, would have caused the princi­ 
pal streams of

themselves on 
north-and-aouth routes. Instead of east and west; and 
railroad construction would have taken the sam* 
course 
Only the fact that the Atlantic coast was first oc­ 
cupied by white settlers, and that the 
13 original 
states were grouped In that part of the country, en­ 
abled New York to become the great railroad termi­ 
nal and seaport of this country. The United States 
was built up from east to west. and the east had MO 
years’ start over the hinterland. 
By getting control 
of railroad transportation and of the nation’s money 
supply. New York has hitherto been able to dominate 
the sltustlon. 
But New Orleans Is now making a strong bld for 
ocean shipping from the interior areas 
Bo is Gal­ 
veston; so Is Mobile and so are other cities on the gulf 
shore. New Orleans, especially, is spending millions of 
dollars on harbor facilities and improvements, so that 
she can make a stronger bid for business In competi­ 
tion with New York. 
It Is largely because of this rivalry between the 
two great ports that the cost of freight haulage is go­ 
ing down. Nebraska is fortunately situated arith re­ 
spect to railroad lines and the Missouri river so thst 
her products can move either to the south or to the 
east 
When the great lakes-St. Lawrence project Is 
completed, she will have a third outlet for her grain, 
livestock, and other agricultural commodities. 
It begins to look as though the great foodstuff-pro­ 
ducing region of America is at last coming into Its 
own.
